The meeting was called to order by) 
iS. G, Bawden, who has been repre- 
senting the Peace River board of) 
trade and farming interests in getting) 
eattiemen and grain growers together. 
Alderman W. W. Prevey was appoint- 
ed chairman. 

Describes Situation 

Mr. Prevey, after announcing that 
the purpose of the meeting was to 
bring together those who had feed to 
sell and those who had cattle to feed, 
called on Mr. Stevens, as a man who 
was most familiar with the situation 
to speak. The live stock commission- 
er said that after a two weeks’ in-| 
spection trip through the South his 
department had estimated that there! 
would be required for the purpose of 
carying over the stock in that portion 
of the country approximately a quar- 
ter of a million tons of feed. At that 
time it was believed that the only 
feed which would be available was a 
limited quantity of hay, and in con- 
sequence there was almost a stampede 
on the part of the stockmen to dis- 
pose of their cattle. 

A large number of southern stock- 
men had come to this part of the coun- 
try to get hay and they were none too 
well satisfied with the results of their 
visit. They had found that a large 
portion of the hay was already in the 
hands of speculators who refused to 
fix a price, in the expectation that it 
would go still higher. Some of these 
would-be buyers went back home dis- 
appointed, The others were hesita- 
ting, hardly knowing what to ask or 
what to offer and it was most advis- 
able that an understanding be reached 
on that point, 

Mr. Stevens said that while on his 
trip south he had found that in nearly 
every locality there was a “wise guy’ 
who reasoned that cattle could be win- 
tered at home on half the amount of 
feed that they would require if ship-| 
ped away, That they would be restless | 
and fail to thrive if moved to un- 
familiar places and that it would be 
better to buy hay ship it and feed it 
on the old home grounds, 

That would be all right if the coun- 
try to be supplied were not so large an 
area, ‘To carry the quarter million| 
tons needed it would require, it was) 
estimated, a trainload going south| 
every two hours for a period of 100 | 
days. It would interfere. with the)

jell, at luncheon in the Macdonald 

Mr. Sandwell's subject was that of 
public ownership, and he informed his 
hearers that he was touring in the | 
West after an absence of 13 years, and 
was endeavoring to discover why in 
certain matters, their opinions were 
different from the people in the east 

Mr. Sandwell particularly referred 
to the matter of public ownership 
and said that it being understood that 
a few people could make a lot of noise,
